Beef Cattle Prices Look Favorable. 


This summer finds beef cattle in a some- 
what stronger position than in the summe} 
and fall of 1924, according to a statement 
recently received at the South Dakota State 
College from the United States Department 
of Agriculture. Last year, record supplies 
of hogs and a midsummer slump in busi- 
ness activity tended to restrict demand. The 
very short corn crop and a consequent high 
price reduced materially the outlook for 
feeders and many cattle were slaughtered 
that ordinarily would have been carried over 
till several months later. 

The hog population of the corn belt is at 
the lowest point in several years and the 
July forecast of the Division of Crop Esti- 
mates indicates a corn crop in the Corn Belt 
States, 35 per cent larger than last year. If 
this crop materializes there will doubtless 
be an active demand for feeder cattle to fill 
the gap. High prices for fed steers will al- 
so tend to stimulate demand for feeder cat- 
tle as well as for low grade cattle for 
slaughter. 


Then too, general business activity in the 
United States during the remainder of the 
year promises to continue at a fairly high 
level, with no marked change in the put- 
chasing power of consumers. While there 
has been some tendency toward industrial 
over-production during the first part of the 
year, considerable caution is now evident in 


many lines of business activity. As far as 
the demand for meat is concerned, it dces 
not appear that there will be any material 
change during the rest of the year. 

In summing up the outlook for the next 
six months, the report states that short sup- 
plies of feed steers, active business condi- 
tions and short hog supplies will all tend to 
advance beef cattle prices. Meantime a 
probable large corn crop, with a reduced 
supply of hogs will tend to advance stocker 
end feeder prices.

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Charles Escher, Jr. Taken by Cancer Attack 


The death of Charles Escher, 
Jr., occurred at his home, on Long 
Branch farm, near Botna, Monday 
night, after an illness of several 
months, from cancer. Shelby county suffers an irreparable loss in 
the death of Charles Escher, Jr., for he was one of Iowa’s foremost 
citizens and did more for Shelby county’s agriculture than any other 
one man, past or present. He was a builder; a doer. A man whose 
honor and ability were held in high esteem by all who knew him. 
On the heyday of his career he was without doubt America’s premier 
beef cattle producer. 

Charles Escher Jr., was essentially an optimistic man, and his 
foresight in regard to land and cattle was surpassed by no other 
man in Iowa. Probably no other man in the West, interested in 
land and live stock, commanded more attention at home and abroad. 
Always looking into the future he was the one man who could see 
things before they came and his judgment on matters pertaining to 
agriculture was amply justified by the outcome. 

Charles Escher, Jr., son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Escher, Sr., 
was born in Iowa county, Iowa, September 4, 1872. He came to 
Shelby county with his parents when four years of age. This county 
has been his home continually since that time. Deceased attended 
the country school of this county and the local High school. After 
a year and a half of college work at Cornell college, he left the 
school, in 1892, to associate with his father in intensive farming 
operations. Mr. Escher having large land holdings. That year, 
they began raising high grade live stock. 

In the beginning of their live stock raising, they made a specialty 
of Aberdeen-Angus and during Mr. Escher’s active attention to 
cattle raising, he was the foremost breeder of this class in the Unit- 
ed States, and was known throughout the world as a breeder of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle. The following quotation, taken from a sou- 
venir issued by Mr. Escher, some years ago, shows the degree of 
success which Mr. Escher attained in his Aberdeen-Angus raising. 

At the retirement of the senior Charles Escher, Earl Ryan be- 
came associated with Charles Escher, Jr., in the cattle business and 
through their untiring efforts. won for themselves, a name in the 
Serre angen world that will remain unequalled for time to 

“We began breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 1892, and in the 
period that has intervened, we have bred, bought and sold a great 
many cattle—probably more than any other breeder or firm in the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle breeding business in America today. Our 
foundation herd numbered close to one hundred head. Four impor- 
tations, aggregating one hundred and fifty head, were made over a 
period of ten years. We have shown at seven of the fourteen In- 
ternational Stock Shows and during all these years have never been 
lower than Second. We have won more championships than any 
other exhibitor and are the only exhibitors who have produced a 
ge champion car load and held the reserve champion load at 

é€ same show. This, we did in 1911 and 1913.” 
Escher & Ryan sold animals singly or in car load lots and rep- 
re from their herds have gone to nearly every state in 
e Union. The Aberdeen-Angus association reveals that Escher & 
a have raised, recorded, bought and sold more registered Aber- 
een-Angus cattle than any other firm in business today.

industry in Iowa. He was instru- 
mental in organizing the Iowa Beef 
Producers’ Association and served 
as its president for a number of 
years. He served on the board of directors of the National Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders Association on two occasions. In 1901 he was 
appointed by Gov. Shaw to represent Iowa at the National Live 
Stock Association meeting held at Ft. Worth, Texas. He was re- 
appointed by Gov. Cummins in 1905. 

Mr. Escher was not only prominent in the cattle world, but at 
home, he always took an active part in the upbuilding of the com- 
munity in which he lived. He was a man of genial personality. 

Mr. Escher was married on November 21, 1894, to Myrtle Ryan, 
a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Thos. Ryan of Irwin. Mrs. Escher sur- 
vives him. It may be truly said that no woman was more deeply 
interested in the sucecss of her husband, than was Mrs. Escher. Her 
knowledge and judgment of cattle was on a par with that of her 
husband and to her, is due a fair share of the credit for the success 
attained by the Escher & Ryan herd. 

Funeral services were held at the home today. Burial was made 
in the cemetery in this city. The services at the grave were Ma- 
sonic, Sardius Lodge, A. F. & A. M., having charge.

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Better Beef Needed in The Cattle Industry 


Real good, juicy, well-bred and 
well-fed meat is so much of a scarc- 
ity in America at the present time 
that the vast majority of the meat 
consuming public does not know what it looks like. Many purchas- 
ers, should they see nicely marbled meat, with a good outside cover- 
ing of firm white fat, would likely refuse to buy it for that very 
veason. Should these misguided consumers of junk once taste prime 
meat they would never again buy the yellow leathery stuff furn- 
ished by the hat-rack variety of dairy cow, so it would seem that 
not only the producer but the consuming public needs educating be- 
fore the butcher realizes that if he expects to stay in the business 
he must handle a good quality of meat at a reasonable price. The 
purpose of this article, however, is not to educate the buying public, 
but rather to discuss with farmers, rangemen and stockmen gen- 
— the need of better cattle and better methods of producing 
them. 

Before taking up production, it might be well to take a peep 
into the question of demand. It has frequently been stated noth- 
ing san upset the so called inexorable law of supply and demand. I 
do not agree with this so called law; it doesn’t always work. If it 
did, we would now be buying gasoline for five cents a gallon or less, 
and innumerable other illustrations might be given. It is supposed 
by many that the consuming public is entirely responsible for styles 
in meat and other staples, as well as products that are not staple. 
This is true only in

It is not possible for everybody in every locality to conform their 
operations to a certain prescribed standard. Wise is the man red 
knows the conditions of his own locality and knows enough to ss 
the best use of it. On some farms and in some localities, a aa 
erable quantity of roughage is available, which can be consumed rw 
the oldest steer at a profit, whereas otherwise it might go to wah 
unless a breeding herd or stock cattle were maintained. Exceptin 
local conditions of this kind, there can be little question that te 
who plan for early maturity in production are following the wien 
and most profitable course. Suppose it does cost a trifle more t 
first to adapt one’s business to the production of better cattle which 
early maturity requires—the reward is manifold. Is it worth any- 
thing to find a ready sale for all that can be produced, at the high- 
est prevailing prices, when the inferior not-wanted kind of cattle 
go begging at almost any price? Yet this is experienced almost 
daily in nearly all of our great live stock markets. Perhaps it is not 
out of the way to give

part. The consumer, as 
I will point out later 
has considerable influ- 
ence in the present de- 
mand for baby beef and 
other highly standard- 
ized food products, but 
the packer is also a vi- 
tal force in determining 
the kind and quality of 
meat consumed. The 
packer says he is com- 
pelled to buy what the 
market demands. Let 
us see. 

The universal de- 
mand is for meat of 
high quality. What has 
the packer done to im- 
prove the supply of 
such meat? Does he 
not at all times buy and 
distribute the article 
which he thinks will 
make him the most 
money ? Often the light 
weight cuts so much in 
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an illustration from my 
personal observation in 
California, which I have 
visited several times in 
the last ten years. A 
considerable proportion 
of the cattle business in 
California is carried on 
in a very crude and ob- 
solete manner, which of 
course means wasteful 
methods. Miller and 
Lux, the most extensive 
operators on the coast, 
if not the largest live 
stock and land owners 
in the United States, 
are also _ wholesale 
butchers and packers. 
A few years ago they 
‘made the claim that 
they could drive stock 
from the British posses- 
a4 sions to the Mexican 
border and not camp a 
single night off their 
own land. They count- 
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demand come from 
small, inferior animals, 
perhaps carrying age, 
and are palmed off to an uneducated public as baby beef. 
that glitters is not gold.” 
Economy is the watchword of the hour. Consequently economi- 
cal production should mean highest efficiency. Highest efficiency 
in beef production means increased pounds of meat, of better qual- 
ity, produced in less time; in short, two pounds where one pound 
grew before. When we approach this standard, it seems to be 
measured in terms of baby-beef. It then follows that in order to 
make the growing and feeding of early maturing cattle profitable, 
certain things are necessary. Any inexperienced stockman knows 
that the scrub cannot possibly enter this competition. It does not 
possess the individuality, quality, or conformation to convert feed 
into meat at a profit. Its meager frame, with tight drawn hide, is 
incapable of expanding under the pressure of feed consumed; there- 
fore it resembles a furnace whose sole duty is to absorb fuel which 
it is not capable of converting into anything but smoke and waste. 
For some unexplained reason there still seems to exist in the 
minds of a number of stockmen and farmers, a misapprehension re- 
garding the production of pure bred stock. It is not unusual to hear 
the statement that breeding registered stock is a rich man’s game, 
and not meant for the average farmer. There is possibly consider- 
able truth in the latter statement. It might well be asked “Who is 
the average farmer?” The vast majority of farmers live in what 
is called the cornbelt and the wheat producing states; therefore it 
might be said that this class constitutes the average farmer. Is it 
not true that the average farmer in these sections is a renter and 
hauls his crop to market in a wagon? He perhaps raises a few 
hogs; he may have a few chickens and a cow. The recent and ex-

very recently it was their custom to market steers up to six and 
seven years old. Naturally these steers showed rough, coarse car- 
casses, and extravagant waste in dressing; in fact it is doubtful if 
they could have been used in any market outside of California. The 
same is true today of thousands of cattle which California stock- 
_ sent to market; big, rough three and four-year-old grass fed 
steers. 

; A short time ago, during a conversation with Mr. Nickel, who 
is president of Miller and Lux, he told me he realized now that the 
growing and feeding of baby beef from well bred stock is the most 
profitable business for them to follow, and he added, “I have now 
decided to get rid of all steers over two years old, and from now on 
our operations will not include anything over that age.” Mr. Nickel 
did not tell me the number of steers fed and marketed by them 
during the past year, but he informed me that he paid out over a 
million dollars for feed in 1924, and still their baby beef operations 
were entirely satisfactory. Part of this feed expense was necessl- 
tated by excessive drouth. Due to the epidemic which prevailed in 
California last year, they were prevented from moving their stock 
out of the state to an abundance of feed they owned elsewhere. I 
consider the foregoing a remarkable change, almost revolutionary. 
I know of no other jive stock man or company that had further to 
go, or that could be more deeply intrenched in obsolete methods and 
ideas than this very extensive and powerful corporation. 

Should it be considered that the present demand for baby beef 
is a fad or fashion of the hour and likely to be reversed suddenly, 
let us analyze the change that has taken place in modes of living.

J. D. McGregor had things pretty much 
his own way at Brandon, his home town, and 
they had a big entry in each of the classes, 
his only competition being James Turner of 
Carroll, Manitoba and Jos. Story, of Grand- 
view. He did not show at the Alberta fairs, 
but joined up again with the big circuit at 
Saskatoon and Regina. J. A. Scollard, of 
Chehalis, Washington, joined the party at 
Calgary as did also Thos. Henderson & Sons, 
of Lacombe, Alberta, and they continued 
throughout the circuit from that on. The 
Dominion Experimental Farm showed at 
Calgary and Edmonton and then went back 
home. Elbridge Good, of Filmore, Sask., 
and J. A. Houchen, were exhibitors at Sas- 
katoon and the Buffum estate and A. A. 
Richardson, of Oakshella, Sask., were new 
exhibitors at Regina. 

J. D. MeGregor’s bull, Permit 9th, which 
he bought at the Aberdeen-Angus sale at 
the International last fall, has come on well 
and was unbeaten for grand championship 
at any of the fairs.

THE INTERNATIONAL 
CARLOT EXHIBITS. 

Who is there among the cattlemen of the last few years who 
follow events closely that does not look forward each year to the 
possibility of his breed winning the International Grand Champion- 
ship OVER ALL BREEDS? The breed that revolves within itself 
will have for its destination a mark not far distant from the place 
of beginning. On the other hand the breed that goes into an inter- 
breed competition such as the Chicago International has afforded 
these many years and fails to make the top goal is very likely to 
investigate its deficiencies with a view to improvement. For this 
reason if for no other has the International Board been justified in 
maintaining the carlot grand championship admitting all comers 
regardless of color or breed. 

The doing away with this inter-breed carlot championship 
would pave the way for eliminating the inter-breed single classifi- 
cation, which would in turn be followed with a demand for separate 
breed classifications in the carcass contest. One is about as logical 
and practical as the other. Just what value would the great In- 
ternational show have in a really and truly educational way if the 
thing people want to know fails in its materialization—the para- 
mount question is “which breed will capture the coveted inter-breed 
championships in these various classes and why?” Isn’t that suf- 
ficient demand to suggest that those who now wish to bring about 
the elimination of these classifications fail in their perspective as 
to the one great object of the International—Education? 

The Journal can not bring itself to believe that the men who 
saw in the establishing of such classifications an incentive for beef 
improvement regardless of breed will now be induced to discard the 
classification which brings the members or representatives of var- 
ious breeds together for comparison one with the other. For in 
this comparison thousands are privileged annually to “take the 
walks” down at the yards, there to see side by side the various 
breeds, there to discuss the merits of the displays as compared one 
with the other. These comparisons and the resultant differences 
of opinion serve but one purpose and that to fire anew the ambition 
to “show ’em next year” that my breed is best. All to the ultimate 
good and uplift of beef quality, which after all seems to the Journal 
to have been the object in the establishment of the International. 

Aberdeen-Angus breeders and showmen are urged to express 
themselves through these columns relative to this matter of doing 
away with inter-breed competitions. The Journal believes that 
these classes furnish the very life-blood of the big show.

One of the coming herds for Nebraska 
was started by Geo.

be found among those who make up the over- 
whelming majority that reaches only a low 
market level. To the man growing feeder 
steers it would be difficult to bring home 
more forcibly the importance of a good sire. 
The man who has a crop to market on hoof 
can not afford to market it in the manner 
that so many are using today. The Journal 
would like to see a good pure bred bull on 
every farm in the land and we would of 
course like to see a goodly share of them 
Black for we know full well that these good 
black ones will serve the farmer to his best 
The Aberdeen-Angus bull has 
so many advantages over his contemporaries 
that he is beginning to stand out in bold re- 
lief as the farmer’s one great friend. His 
progeny is uniform not alone in color but in 
general conformation to a greater degree 
than is the progeny of any other pure bred 
sire.

SOUNDS WARNING TO 
MONTANA COWMEN. 

Melvin A. Traylor, a leading live stock 
banker of Chicago, a man who has been im- 
timately in touch with the changes in the 
range cattle industry during the last quar- 
ter of a century gave the Montana Bankers 


association recently a clearcut analysis of | 


the present cattle situation. He brought 
home forcibly the fact that the principal 
trouble with the cattle business has been 
found in a general over-supply and the ex- 
port curtailment which has helped along a 
serious situation. These pertinent para- 
graphs are worthy of careful consideration, 


coming as they do from a man so well qual- 
ified to speak on this topic: 

“Looking back over some twenty years 
of more or less intimate contact with the 
industry, it seems to me that there are a 
few salient facts which those who would en- 
gage in the enterprise in the future should 
not overlook. First of all, it will never 
again be profitable to operate large herds 
of mediocre stuff. Most of the grazing lands 
in the country, whether rightly or not, are 
now held at too high figures to ever permit 
successful operation after the old fashion; 
and the prohibitive cost of doing business in 
the old way, with the incident death loss and 
other wastage suffered by the big operator, 
are too tremendous to permit a continuation 
of production on this scale. 

“It seems to me that the future successful 
live stock producer will be that one who in- 
tensively and intelligently handles a smaller 
herd of the higher grade stuff, whose per- 
sonal attention and close application to ev- 
ery detail of the business will make it pos- 
sible to turn out in the shortest period of 
time the most desirable qualities of stuff. 

‘I may be wrong, but it has always seem- 
ed economically unsound to me to continual- 
ly stock northern. pastures with southern 
bred cattle. The hazard involved of trans- 
portation, acclimatization, and the long per- 
iod necessary thereafter to prepare for mar- 
ket beef after this fashion, is, in my opinion, 
too great to warrant its continuation. My 
guess is that the successful growers of live 
stock in Montana in the future will be those 
who with care select their foundation herds, 
breed their own offspring, and at one or two 
years old prepare this young stuff, in part 
in the feed lots of this state and in part for 
the feed lots of the Central Mississippi Val- 
ley states. Together with this scientific 
production we must have intelligent educa- 
tion of the value of beef as a food product 
and untiring effort to increase consumption 
in this country, with a policy of broadly ex- 
tending our export demand.”

BUILT FOR THE 
AMERICAN FARM. 

We have yet the first farmer to find who 
has ought to say against the Aberdeen-An- 
gus cow as a general favorite for the Ameri- 
ean farm, that is if that farmer has ever 
owned an Aberdeen-Angus cow. There is 
ample reason for his taking a fancy to this 
sleek, easy keeping Black cow, for as a rule 
she may be used as the family dairy cow or 
her attentions may be profitably diverted to 
the raising of her own calf. The advantage 
being that a calf from a dairy cow will be of 
little or no value except it be kept and devel- 
oped for herd replacement, while the Aber- 
deen-Angus calf may be turned profitably 
as baby beef. The difference in valuation of 
these calves is well worth consideration, and 
more so on the farm where help is scarce 
and roughage plentiful. The old Aberdeen- 
Angus cow is just a right good standby at 
all times and under all conditions.

PORK EXPORTS DECLINED 
FOR FISCAL YEAR. 


According to a report from the foodstuffs 
division of the Department of Commerce, the 
fiscal year which ended June 30th showed a 
decrease of 40 per cent in foreign demand 
for bacon, while hams and shoulders suffer- 
ed a decline of 20 per cent, and lard showed 
a decrease of 222,163,000 pounds. Still hog 
prices are strong in this country and the 
supply does not seem to be overdone. Indi- 
cating strong and steady prices for the im- 
mediate future. Cattle in turn have climbed 
to a strong position, especially those of good 
quality, and it is altogether likely that out- 
side influences will aid rather than retard 
further advances. In the face of these con- 
ditions and a generally strong outlook for 
corn, the crop now being estimated at 35 per 
cent over last year, it stands to reason that 
this is the logical time to go into the pure 
bred cattle breeding business. Prices for 
breeding stock of the better sorts are ad- 
vancing and have already shown healthy 
gains. As the crop comes on and farmers 
generally begin to search for cattle to feed 
the shortage of good breeding cattle will 
become more evident. The use of good high- 
quality beefing bulls for crossing purposes 
will bring about the desired results as to a 
better quality of beef more quickly than any 
other program that might be adopted by the 
general farming interests of America.

Canadian Team Again Breaks World’s 
Record. 

The Canadian teams are setting the pull- 
ing contest records so high it is going to 
be extremely difficult for American teams 
to equal the world’s record established. 

At Saskatoon, Sask., during the week of 
July 23rd a team of Percheron geldings own- 
ed by R. B. McLeod set a new world’s record 
when they developed a 3150 lb. tractive pull 
for the required distance of 27% feet. This 
was equivalent to 40,900 lbs. on granite 
block pavement or 122,700 on steel rails. 
This pair weighed 3660 lbs. and one of the 
horses was in the pair which defeated last 
year’s record holders in a matched contest 
for $1000.00. 

Their triumph was of short duration, how- 
ever, for on the week of July 30th, at Re- 
gina, Sask., last year’s world’s record win- 
ners, Jumbo and Barney set a new world’s 
record. It will be remembered that this is 
a pair of grade Belgian geldings weighing 
a little over 3700 lbs. last year, but their 
weight this year was 3932 lbs. and they pull- 
ed the dynamometer the required distance 
when set at a tractive pull of 3300 lbs. This 
is equivalent to starting a load of 42,844 lbs. 
on granite block pavement or 128,532 lbs. on 
steel rails. 

This record may be surpassed in some of 
the pulling contests to be held in the United 
States this year, but it is very doubtful 
whether it will be equalled on this side of 
the line in 1925. 

Are the Canadians better horsemen? Do 
they have better horses? Is it in the train- 
ing of the teams? Or is it because they 
are fed on northern grown oats weighing 44 
Ibs. to the bushel? These are questions that 
are being asked by men on this side of the 
line and the first man to own a team in the 
United States, that can win the world’s rec- 
ord in pulling tests, from Canadian title 
holders will win worldwide renown.

Producers Bring Successful Year to Close. 


The cooperative marketing of live stock 
was again vindicated by the records of the 
Chicago Producers Commission Association, 
which has just brought to a close the third 
successful year. 

Figures on the amount of business han- 
dled by the association show that a total of 
16,616 cars of live stock were handled dur- 


ing the past fiscal year. The actual sales - 


of live stock amounted to $31,418,656.28, 
against $24,653,525.32, the year before. This 
gives one an idea of the great spread of co- 
operative marketing and also an increase in 
the value of live stock over the preceding 
year. 

The refund for the past year amounted to 
$82,738.69 or 25 per cent of the paid in com- 
missions. During the three years that this 
association has been in operation, a total of 
$258,659.85 has been returned to the shipper 
members. The savings has been only one 
of the aims of the organization and is a 
concrete evidence of its immediate success. 
The primary purpose, hcwever, is to stabil- 
ize the live stock market, a situation which 
can of course be only achieved when the as- 
sociation has attained sufficient volume. 

The growth itself was evident in all de- 
partments. The Cattle Department increas- 
ed 4.3 per cent, the Calf Department 14.5 
per cent, the Sheep Department 25 per cent, 
and the Hog Department has a record of 
now selling over 9.3 per cent of the total 
hogs received in the Yards, against 8.9 per 
cent for the preceding year. 

While receipts of live stock according to 
advance indications will be considerably 
lighter during the coming year, yet it is 
really predicted that considerable advance- 
ment will be shown by that association at 
the close of their next year. 

—————- 
New Classes for Springfield, Mass. 

Because of the growing interest among 
Eastern farmers in the raising and produc- 
ing of beef cattle, a new classification has 
been added this year to the live stock di- 
vision of the Eastern States Exposition in 
the class for feeder cattle. This is consider- 
ed by beef producers as a distinct step in 
advance and it follows closely the develop- 
ment of the last few years at the Springfield 
show of the exhibits of carlot classes. Spec- 
ial prizes are offered to exhibitors of feeder 
stock and the animals themselves will be 
sold during the annual fall show from Sept. 
20 to 26 inclusive. 

The Eastern States Exposition has been 
the pioneer agricultural show of the East in 
featuring production of beef cattle and in 
constantly urging New England farmers to 
farm through the hoof. In presenting the 
feeder lots the primary purpose is to enable 
farmers to obtain good beef stock to be fed 
and fattened for market, and at the same 
time give an opportunity for refertilization 
of land without the aid of patent prepara- 
tions. This is considered necessary especial- 
ly in the intensively cultivated areas devot- 
ed to onion and tobacco growing in the Con- 
necticut Valley and in other sections of New 
England where agriculture in general has 
been leaning toward the growing of special- 
ized crops. 

In carlot showing of other years, the cat- 
tle were all primed and ready for market. 
In presenting feeder cattle, the Exposition 
management believes it has taken a progres- 
sive step in offering cattle at a reasonable 
price that can be fed for later disposal. 

These feeder cattle will be penned in true 
stockyards fashion, a novelty in New Eng- 
land, and will be drawn from some of the 
best known beef cattle herds in the country. 
Members of the various breed associations 
are much interested in this exhibit, and are 
planning through special representatives to

“Two Steers on the Same Trail,” 


Meat of high quality at a low : 
the object of the United States pod 
of agriculture exhibit, “Two Steers on th 
Same Trail” to be displayed at the Minne- 
sota State Fair and Northwest Dairy Expo- 
sition during the week of September 5 to 12 

Both producer’s and consumer’s angles of 

the beef business are explained by the ex- 
hibit. It is aimed to show the beef breeder 
and feeder and the housewife the advantages 
of prime beef over common. 
_ In the first phase of the display two 
live range steers are contrasted. One of 
them is a prime animal and the other a com- 
mon range steer. Along with the animals is 
a chart showing that the cost of producing 
the two individuals is essentially the same 
but the return at the market on the prime 
animal is much greater than that from the 
common. 

‘The second section illustrates its point 
with two live feeder steers in the feed lot. 
Comparison is drawn which leads to the con- 
clusion that good steers produce greater 
returns than ordinary ones. 

Five points of superiority of prime beef 
animals over comomn are that they require 
less feed per pound of gain and represent 
a shorter feeding period, less margin be- 
tween purchase and sale price, greater re- 
turn per hundredweight, and greater daily 
and total gains. 

“At the Market” is the caption over the 
third part of the exhibit. This section com- 
pares the two grades of fat steers both on 
the hoof and on the hook. Here again the 
prime animal comes out the winner. 

Specially constructed refrigerators will be 
used for the cuts of meat designed to show 
the housewife the advantages of prime beef 
— common, in the fourth phase of the ex- 

ibit. 

The meat will be from animals at the 
South Saint Paul market chosen by experts 
from the United States department of agri- 
culture co-operating with specialists from 
the University of Minnesota department of 
agriculture. The meat will be dressed and 
cut under the direct supervision of these 
men. 

Charts will show the housewife how to dis- 
tinguish between prime and common meat 
upon the butcher’s block. It is the aim of 
the exhibit to educate the consuming public 
so that it will demand prime meat. 

In addition to the beef animals and charts 
there will be displays formulated by the U. 
S. department of agriculture on pork pro- 
duction. This section is entitled, “One 
Pound of Pork Every Seven Minutes.” 

Another will explain the efficient and 
profitable management of horses on the 
farm. And still another shows the advant- 
ages of choice lambs over ordinary lambs. 
By charts and figures, this exhibit shows 
that the market wants choice lambs.

There is little use in advocating some- 
thing, or even discussing it, unless it is bene- 
ficial to the one who adopts the practice. 
Therefore, let us see, in a very brief and 
eneral way, the difference between the 
production of the three-year-old steer and 
the calf, both finding their way to the sham- 
bles, but at widely different ages. 

In figuring the first, we will take as a 
basis a foundation herd of 300 cows. Figur- 
ing on a 75 per cent calf crop, which is a 
reasonable average, at the end of the first 
year, there would be 525 head to winter. The 
second year there would be 750 head, the 
third year 975 head, and the fourth year up 
to selling time, when the calf crop dropped 
in the first year would be three-year-olds, 
the number would be 1200 head. Allowing 
a3 per cent loss yearly would leave around 
900 head of mature cattle or three-year-olds 
approximately half steers and half heifers. 
Figuring the weight of each steer at 1050 
pounds at seven cents would make $73.50, or 
$7,350; and 100 heifers at 1000 pounds at 
six cents, would be $60, or $6,000, making an 
annual total receipt of $13,350, with 1200 
cattle carried to obtain this income. 


Now let us change this to 1000 head of 
cows, Which have a 75 per cent calf crop. 
Allowing 8 per cent loss leaves 738 calves 
which are sold in the fall or early winter for 
fattening into baby beef. They weigh 450 
pounds. The heifers selling for six cents 
and the steers for seven cents, amount to 
$27 and $31.50 respectively. The totals 
would be $8,863 and $11,623, or an annual 
total of $21,586, which is $8,236 in favor of 
the calves, with practically the same number 
of cattle carried. This shows the difference 
between the annual turnover and waiting 
three years for returns. 

Fifty pounds in weight might easily be 
added to the calves and the price also in- 
creased with weight, quality and breeding. 
Itis an established fact that the calf makes 
greater gains for the feed consumed than 
the mature animal, and since weight gained 
for feed consumed is the determining factor 
In profit or loss on feeding operations—and 
the same economic principle applies to graz- 
ing—why keep a steer until he is three years 
old to eat off three crops of grass? 


There is no mystery or hidden secret in 
the production of good live stock. Observa- 
tion, close attention to business, and practi- 
tal sense, unlock the door to success. Start 
tight by selecting a bull of good type, qual- 
ty, breeding and conformation. Cull the 
cow herd until it approaches the type desir- 

» then persistently keep it culled, never 
permitting a poor animal to remain, no mat- 
ter what the expense for so doing. Feed and 
lake good care of the cattle in the winter 
and arrange the breeding so that the ma- 
jority of the calves are dropped in the same 
month. Nothing adds more to the sale and 
Dice received than evenness of size and 
quality, which are determined by breeding 
and age. It may require an extra bull, but 


peter 


the cost is insignificant when the results pay 
for it many times over. 

In conclusion, let me impress upon the 
reader’s mind that the cost of production is 
high today in every business. Wasteful and 
extravagant methods cannot long survive. 
Every blade of grass represents value, 
whether it be on the public domain, nation- 
al forest, or privately owned land, and unless 
this blade of grass, which is the real foun- 
dation of all profitable live stock production, 
is wisely conserved and used, a waste occurs 
somewhere, to someone. 

Perhaps there does not exist a perceptible 
shortage of cattle at this moment, but never- 
theless an actual shortage does exist, and 
whenever the restocking process commences 
it will become evident if not acute. We are 
on the upturn now, and while it is yet time 
those who are able and wise will lose no time 
or opportunity to build up and replenish 
their herds. The cry of wolf has been heard 
in the land so long that little attention is 
paid to it any more, but don’t be in the posi- 
tion of the lamb when the wolf comes!

We as a nation have passed from 
the greatest meat exporting nation on earth 
to a meat importing nation in a remarkably 
short period of time. 

Can it be that we are going to permit this 
nation to pass from its once pastoral su- 
premacy into decadence? History records 
that throughout time the enduring nations 
of the world have been the meat producing 
and meat consuming nations, while on the 
other hand those nations and peoples who 
abandoned pastoral pursuits and resorted to 
other methods for maintenance have crum- 
bled and decayed. Great is the nation whose 
foundations rest upon the products of the 
soil and that founds its institutions thereon. 

Agriculture is the basis of our national 
wealth and greatness. Live stock is the 
basis of all our agricultural prosperity. The 
print of the golden hoof leads to independ- 
ence, permanence, wealth, for those who in- 
telligently follow it.
